The Cuban qneatlon was again discussed for nearly

two Hours to-day by the senate Foreign Relations
Committee. Senator Morton's proposition prohibit-
log tbe shipment or arms or supplies to any foreign
government with wnich we are peace will pro.
babiy be adopted. President Grant, In conversation
wub a prominent Congressman who favors ibe in-
.argent cause, Indicated bis willingness to conform
to any recommendation which the friends of the
administration in congress deemed advisable.
The Trade la Cadetabipa.IJeweeae, of North
Carolina,! Censured.Itcpudiat or Mungen
Implicated.
Tbe Military Committee examined only one wit¬

ness to-day, and bis testimony related to Uolladay.
It was simply confirmatory of other evidence already
before the committee against Golladcur. The resolu¬
tion of censure on Mr. Deweese was finally
agreed on in committee this morning and
subsequently reported to tne House, m terms
it » similar to the resolution in Whitte
more's cane, and, like that, was unanimously adopt¬
ed. General Logan the chairman of the committee,
laid before the House the proposition to discontinue
the investigation so far as it relates to persons not
members of tbe present Congress. He gave it as
his opinion, in which he was sustained by a ma¬
jority of tbe committee, that one lougress has no
authority to investigate the acts of members of a
previous Congress. The committee hart corno to tbe
eonoluslon that any further investigation in this
direction would prove useless and expensive. A
resolution was ottered by General Garfield in¬
structing the committee to confine its inves¬
tigations to persons who were members of the
present llouse. To this Mr. Coob, a member of the
committee, offered an amendment that the commit¬
tee be authorized to complete the Investigation of
oases already commenced of persons who wore ex-
members. After considerable discussion this was
adopted, then reconsidered and finally defeated.
General GarfleU's resolution was thon agreed to. It
is thought this will bring the labors of the com mlttee
to a speedy close, as the majority of cases before it
relate to persons who were members of former
Congresses. Tue only case now before tie commit¬
tee relating to a member of the present House is
that of William Mungen. of Ohio.
Representative Cox and the iSalc of Cadet-

¦hipa.
Prom the wording of an article in your paper

to-day it is inferred tbat Mr. S. S. Cox, is
among those charged with selling cadetship ap¬
pointments. This is an entire error. All the cadet-
snip appointments belonging to Mr. Cox's district
were made by bis predecessor. Mr. Cox has made
none, and, thererore, could not be accused of any
impropriety in the premises. The member allnded
to in my despatches yesterday Is a democrat repre¬
senting an Ohio district at present.

Enforcing tbe Fifteenth Amendment.
Among the business before the House Judiciary

Committee to-day was a proposition to prepare a
bill enforcing the provisions of the fifteenth amend¬
ment to the constitution. It is thougnt that in
many of tbe States tbe authorities will take refuge
behind their local laws, and refuse to allow tbe ne¬
groes to vote, notwithstanding tbe ratification of
the amendment. Judge Bingham urged the adop¬
tion of the bill, introduced by htm a few days ago,
Co enforce the provisions of the fifteenth amend¬
mentm all the States. He argued that tbe only ob¬
ject sought was to overcome tbe local laws of the
states, so that the negroes cculd vote, and to
euact penalties against all persons who connived to
prevent them from voting, in contravention of the
amendment. This, he satd, was accomplished by
bis bill. Tbe article of amendment did not carry
any punishment with it to persona who might
ehoose to evado or defy it. His bill did, and he
thought It would meet the case of every state in the
Union. Judge Davis did not think Bingham's bill
explicit enough. He was of opinion that the amend¬
ment might be evaded in cases where tbe provisions
of tbe bill offered by Bingham would not apply.
The matter was discussed at length, but no decision
was reached.

The Chinese Mission.
The Senate Committee on Foreign Affairs met this

morning. The discussion opened on the proposition
to raise the Chinese mission to first class. The com¬
mittee determined to report against any change in
the character of the mission.

Judge Strong'* Nomination Confirmed.
The Senate were in executive cession to-day for

nearly three hours. The discussion of ttie motion to
roconsider the vote by which Judge Strong was con¬
firmed was resumed. After a strong fight from the
Southern Senators the Senate refused to reconsider.
Judge Strong, therefore, is regularly confirmed.
The Atlantic and Pnelfii! Railroad Company.
The Pacific Railroad Committee took a vote to-day

on the bill for the relief of the Atlantic and Pacific
Kailroad Company. The bill provides for the exten¬
sion of timo wherein thu company Is allowed to
complete the construction ol its road. Thoso who
oppose it have contended that the company, in fall¬
ing to finish the road within the time prescribed by
the original bill giving it the right of way, has for¬
feited all Us privileges and franchises, and that Con¬
gress should so declare. The committee voted to allow
the company more time and to continue the frau-
< hlses heretofore granted. When the bill is reported
to the House it is thought It will imcet with violent
opposition and probably be defeated.

Removal of tbe Brooklyn Navy Yard.
At the meeting of the House Naval Committee to¬

day General Siocum appeared and made an argu¬
ment in favor or tbe removal of tbe Brooklyn Navy
Yard from ita present site to a point on the North
river, m the vicinity of New York. Mr. Starkwea¬
ther argued in favor of ita location at New London,
<onn. The committee finally autnonted Messrs.
Jiiocum and Starkweather to prepare a bill for the
Kmoval or the Brooklyn Navy Yard, the site to
vblcb it shall be removed to be left for the commu¬
ne to decide. Tbe committee postponed tbe ftirther
toqsideration of tne bill for the reorganization or the
navy nntll arter the New Hampshire election, in
irder to allow Mr. Stevens, a member of the com-
nittca, to go home and participate In the canvass.

Salt Net Correctly Brought.
The Farragut cases were decided to-day in the

ftipreme Court or the district. It wilt be recollected
tlat there were two cases instituted by the Admi-
nl.one was lor bounty or bead money claimed for
dstroying the rebel vessels below New Orleans in
jprtl, 1862, and the other was lor prize money
naimed on account of vessels captnrea by the fleet
wider Farragut at New Orleans at the same time,
¦lie government, tnrough its spdeial counsel, K. M.
Orwlne, demurred to both libels on several grounds.
Che was that in the bounty case there could be no

jirisdlctton, because this waa not the kind of case

oi which the court had jurisdiction, if tbe vessels
dtstroyed would not have been, if captured, prize
oi war, then there can be no bounty ror
iteir destruction, because one was a necessary inci¬
dent or the other. Another ground was, tbat the

statute which allows bounty money couflned its at-
Jovance to the Secretary or the Navy. In this case

the Court held it had no jurisdiction and dismissed
tie libel, in case for prize the llbei was filed to
<oodemn certain vessels that are named in tbe
)beL The ground of the government was that there
tould be no prize of war or property captured by
vessels of the United States navy on the inirnd
¦raters of tbe United States, and that the river Mla-
ilssippi at Mew unevju is an inland river in the

meaning of the term. Thai the legislation of Con-
areas neoessarily restricted all such captures to the
use or the United States, and requited that they
should be turned over to the Treasury agents. It
was also contended that this suit was im¬
properly broaght in the names 01 the captors,
whereas the law required It to be brought In the
name of the government; that aa It now stands It
was, In fact, a suit against government, and it never
allowed ltseir to be sued unless by a special act of
Congress, and there was none tn his case; that all
captures were for the sovereign and in his name,
and must be worked out in that way.
Judge Wvlle, lu an able opinion, held

that the suit was not oorrectly brought,
and gave the parties permission to amend If the
Secretary of tue Navy requested it, so that the suit
ahouid stand in the name or the United States; but
there was no decision upon the quemon of the
power to capture properly as prize of war on the
inland water.

l'Mt Mtronghold Demolished.
Mr. Orton, President oi the Western Union Tele¬

graph monopoly, having been driven from pillar to
post, naa retreated behind the assertion that tele¬
graph rates are less per mile in this country than in
Europe. Even If true hia statement would be un¬
important, as distance is not an essential element of
cost; but It is wholly erroneous, as we venture to
predict Mr. Washburne win be able to demonstrate
whenever the matter comes before the House.
The cost of transmitting Information by electrio

telegraph is from three to six times more expensive
in this country than in Europe, per mile or other¬
wise, Mr. Orton to the contrary notwithstanding.
For example: A despatch may be sent through
Belgium or Switzerland, 200 miles, for ten
cents; from one extreme of France to
another.over 700 miles.for twenty cents.
The loliowing comparative statement of rates
and distances from New York and Parts to well
known points disposes of the matter altogether:.

OBSERVANCE OF SUNDAY BY CADETS.
Mr. Wilson, (rep.) of Mass., introduced a Joint

resolution for the better observance of Sunday in the
military and naval academies, deferred to the Mili¬
tary Committee.

PERSONAL EQUALITY.
Mr. Revels, (dem.) of Miss., presented a petition

from the colored men of Phiiadelpnia for the passage
of the bill to secure to all persons the equal protec¬
tion of the laws. Referred to the Judiciary com¬
mittee.

AFEEOH OF SENATOR 80W...« -

Mr. Howell, (rep.) or Iowa, made his lint speech
In the Senate in support of his resolution, that in
every grant of lands to railroads a proviso shall be
incorporated securing the rights of settlers to home¬
steads on the grants, and requiring the land to be
put In market at an early day at a price not exceed¬
ing two dollars and a half per acre. He desired a
permanent policy by which the protection or the
West and Southwest from the great evils of land
monopoly would be made a leature of railroad
grants as inevitable as the Wilmot proviso nsed to
be in Territorial bills. The rapid accumulation or
capital and the powerful combination of railroad
corporations augmented the danger of a land mon¬
opoly in these days and necessitated the imposition
or restraints. Whtle advocating this policy he would I
continue to favor most earnestly the granting of*
lands to promote the settlement and to develop the
resources of the West The wisdom and success of
this policy had already been established. In the South
it was perverted by slavery to build up a landed
aristocracy which still continued, a legacy or that
Institution winch should have perished with it bv a
division or the great landed estates or traitors among
the iojal soldier who trampled out the rebellion in
blood and Are. The Northwestern States had re¬
ceived liberal grants of land berore railroads existed
there; but when these became the great clvillzers the
liberality of the government was directed to their
aid. The grant for the Illinois Central procured by
Mr. Douglas produced an almost magical effect in
developing the population and wealth ot that state
and ol the city or Chicago; and the injurious effects
oi the present railroad system would not be dispensed
with tn view of its advantages, tiy rejecting what
was bad 111 our present land grant policy and hold¬
ing on to what was good in it the growing opposi¬
tion, by reason of reckless extravagance in some of
these grants, and the susplclou ot corruption, involv¬
ing parties connected with them, would be satisfied.
1 ne policy lt~-oil was not complained of; but its
abuse. The States interested in the continuance of
this policy must unite to correct these abuses, or
tue system itself would be sacrificed with all its
benefits.
The lesolution introduced by Mr. flowell was then

adopted.
IBB FUNDING BILL.

At a quarter past oife the senate resumed the con¬
sideration of the Funding bill, and Mr. Coebeto
(rep.) or Oregon, submitted and advocated an
amendment which was previously introduced by
him as a separate bill. He proposed to substitute it
for the first three sections of the bill which author¬
ized a loan of twelve huudred million*, in three
equal amounts, at different rates ot Interest, it
authorizes the issue of one thonsand millions, with
thirty-five years to run, principal and interest pay¬
able m gold coin, each bond bearing interest at six
per cent for the first three years, five per cent for
six years following, and lour aud a hair per cent for
the next six years, and four per cent for the twenty
years loliowing, the bonus and income theretrom
free from tax and exchangeable for five-twenty
bonds at the option of the holders. He also pro¬
posed several iuoalflcations in the eighth section,
dispensing with the compulsory clause aud leavingthe right to exchange f.heir bonds discretionary with
the banks.

EXECUTIVE SESSION.
At five minutes to two o,clock, without disposingor the amendment, the Senate voted by yeas 2w to

nars 26 to go into executive session.

tne time he received the money he did not know
there was a panicle of wrong in it; that ihe secretaryor War and the Secretary of the Navy were both
cognizant of what he waa doing. As soon as he had
realized mat he nad done wrong he uaa returned cite
money and had Bent his resignation to the Uover-
nor of his 8tat«. He had not actfd irom mercenary
motives, tor he had expended twelve thousand dol¬
lars in his State in the last Presidential election.
The readiug having been concluded, ur. Logancalled for a vote on the resolu;ion, remarking mat

the committee woum cenaniy have repoited a
resolution of expulsion bad it not oeen for tne de¬
cision ol the House me other day in the W blttemoie
case, that a member who had resigned could not t>«
expelled. The resolution was then adopted unani¬
mously on a vote by yeas and nays.

EXPENSES OK HOLSK COVfMnTBER.

showing tneir conne.;tioii with the salo of cade ships,but having no jurisdiction of the persou tno com¬
mittee dm not kuow exactly what sort of a resolu¬
tion to report. The committee wotiid take tne in¬
structions ol the House on the subject.

Mr. Wooowai.o, (ilem.i of l'a., exprcsstxl his be¬
lief that the committee had no jurisdiction as to tuo
person ol an ex-member of congress, and had no
right to investigate with a view oi any personal pro¬ceeding against auch member; but woca tne resolu¬
tion wits adopted it iniaut more man a mere inves¬
tigation oi the delinquencies oi individuals; it
meant to inform tue House with reference to the
working ot those two national suhoo.s. Tnat infor¬
mation would be very important as bearing on the
question wucther it was expedient to keep ut> thoso
schools in the manner and on the principles on
which they had hitherto ooen conducted, if ttiese
schools were oemg filled bv purciu»2 they shoul.t
either be aboiistied as public nuiyuaoes or tuero
should be a rcformationju the mode oi making ap¬pointments.

Visit of Admiral Poor to Part uu Prince.The '
Provisional Government Informed of the
United Nutci Protectorate of Mt. Domingo.
Help (iotng to C'abral from Jamaica.

Port au Prince, Feo. 18, 1870.
Rear Admiral C. H. Poor, coimnaudlng tUo United

States North Atlamlo squadron, entered our harbor
on the flth of February aboard of the United
Slates flag ship Severn, accompanied by the United
States iron-clad Dictator, lie at onco sought and
obtained au interview with the Provisional Govern¬
ment oi Hayti, and gave Its members to under¬
stand that he was instructed by t'i# govern¬
ment of the United States to say "that negotiations
are cow pending between the American und Domi¬
nican repuolics, aua mat hit government uaviu^
good reason to suppose, since the rail of Saiuav e,
me actual authorities were not at an favoraole to
cue policy of annexing or ceding any portion of toe
island to the Lniteu States, aud presumed, there¬
fore, that the provisional government of Haul
would be disposed to aid Cabral by sending mm
arms, atnmuuitton and money to tlgnt agaiust
Itaez, and prevent the consummation ol the nego¬
tiations that me United Slates arc now carrying on
with the latter chieftain.he (the Admiral) had,
therefore, authority to say that aur aid given to
Cabral would oe considered as an act oi hostility to
the United States, and would provoto hostilities lu
return; lor the United States government was de¬
termined to use ail its power to prevent any aid
nelng given to Cabral, aud no had come
down in those waters with sutQaieiit
force to curry thla determination Into exe¬
cution, so iar as transportation br vessels
was concerned, and be would do so, whether this
succor was earned to Cabral under the Hay Hen or
auy other flag." Thla menace naa given great of¬
fence to the Haytiens, who claim that ttie United
States has no tangible evident* that auy aid what¬
ever bud been or would be ->ent under the Uaytien
llag to Cabral: whereas It has evidence that a ves¬
sel bearing the English flag had left Kingston, Ja¬
maica, with arms and ammunition for Cabral.

THE GOLD CONSPIRACY.
Report of the Congressional Investi¬

gating Committee.

How Gould, Fisk, Corbiii & .o.
Conspired to Bull Gold.

Cunning Effort to Make the Government
a Participant in the Movement.

The Majority Acquit the President
of all lEnowledf* of the Plot.

Complaint of the Minority that President
Wrant and the Ladies of Ilia Family

Were Not Summoned to
(live Evidence.

Washington, Mured 1, 1R70.
Mr. Garfield, chairman, presented the following

report:.
The Committee on Banking and Currency having

been directed by a resolution of the House of itep-
reseutatives, passed December 13, I860, to (Investi¬
gate the caused tnat led to the unusual and extra¬

ordinary fluctuations or gold In tne city or New
York from tho 2lst to the 27th ot September, 1909,
beg leave to snomit the following report:. *

lu obedience to the order of the House the com¬
mittee resolved to examine the following topics in
the order named:.
First.The Cold Exchange and the Gold Exchange

Bank, tneir history, the character of their ordinary
operations aud their relation* to tne gold paulc of
hepioiuoer.
.Stroud.the aliened conspiracy of Heptcmber to

rame the price or gold, the persons engaged iu it
aud the instrumentalities made use or.

1'ritra.Whether any officers oi the national gov¬
ernment were directly or indirectly eugaged in tbo
alleged conspiracy.
The peculiar character of the operations to be in¬

vestigated and the secrecy with which they were
carried on made it difficult for tne committee to
And the clue to many transactions a knowledge of
which was essential to a full nudeisiuurtint? of
the stibjcct, aud tho large number of persons
eujfagod in the movement aud tne reuctance of
many of them to disclose their own trantactions
have protracted tho investigation and swelled the
volume ot testimony to au extent which the com¬
mittee regret but could not reasonably avoid. Iu
narrating the facts developed by tho investigation
the committee have used the language of the wit¬
nesses themselves wherever U could conveniently l»e
done, aud have in the main followed the chrono¬
logical order of events. The nistory of tho gold
panic will itself mclude all the topics above named
aud tney need not, therefore, be treated separately.
In order to exhibit 'ho full history it will be ueees-
surv to review briefly the movements or gold tor a

year previous to Septemoar.
(in the l»t of September, 1868, the price of Rold

wiis 14&. During the autumn and winter it-con-
tluued to decline, interrupted only by occasional
fluctuations, till in March, lstiu, it touched l.u'« (its
lowest point ror tnree years) uud continued near that
rate until the middle oi April, the earliest period to
which the evidence taken by tne committee relets.
At that time Mr. jay Gould, President of the Erie
Railroad Company, bought seven millions ot gold
and put up the price irom 132 to 14&. (Testimony, p.
3.) (ither brokers followed his example, aud by the
20th of nay bad put up the price to 144 Jg, from which
point, In spite of speculation, it continued to decline,
aud on the nwt day oi July atood at 138.
The flrst indications of a concerted movement on

the part of those who were prominent in the panic
of September waa au effort to aecure the appoint¬
ment of some person who should be subservient to
their achemea as Aasiatant treasurer at New York
iu place of Mr. H. H. Van Dyck, who resigned
la the month of June. In tlila effort Mr. uould
and Mr. A. K. Corbtn appear to have been
closely and intimately connected. If the testi¬
mony oi the witnesses Is to bo oeilevcd Mr. Corbln
suggested the u*tne oi his step-son-in-law, Hubert
D. Catherwood, and Mr. Gould joined in the sugges¬
tion. This led to an interview with Catherwood, the
object of wniish u disclosed in bis own testimony, a»
follows:.

I want the neit day to have a conversation with Mr. Gould
and Mr. I'orbin, and I Conn I that tho remark was simplyInln:."That ilia parlies could operate la a legitimate war ami
make a great de*: of mouey, aud that all could ue bene'ltlsd
by It io a terminate mauuirr. * * * I eatMUed myself j
could uot IU. tha blil." And again (page IS), "Mr. Uould, Mr.
Corbin, myself an i some other associates bad an understand¬
ing tbat wa would ge lOtO some uperaimns, such aa (be pur¬chase of gold, stocks, ,io., and that wa would shiru ami
share alike." And (page 17), "I dscincd to go inttrlkle Hub-
treasury business."
On what ground Mr. Catherwood declined to be a

candidate does not appear. Tiie parties next turned
their attention to General Butterfleld, and both be¬
fore aud alter his appointment claimed to oe hi*
supporters. Gould and Catherwood testify tbat Cor¬
bln claimed to have secured the appointment,
though Corbin swears tnat he made no recommen¬
dation in the cane. General Hutterfleid was ap¬
pointed Assistant treasurer and entered upon tho
duties of that omce on the 1st of July. It is. how¬
ever, proper to state that the comuiittee have uo
evidence that Catherwood'* name was erer pro¬
posed to the President or Secretary as a candidate
for the position, nor that General Huttorfleld was in
any way cognizant of the corrupt schemes whu'li
led the conspirators to desire his appointment,
nor that their recommendation bad any weight iu
securing It. In addition to the«e efforts the con¬
spirators resolved to discover, if possible, tne pur-
poso of the President aud the secretary of the
Treasury in regard to sales of gold. The flrsi at¬
tempt in this direction, as exhibited in tho evidence,
waa made on the lStn of June, wlieu the President
was on bourd one of Messrs. Fink Ac Gould's Fan
Kiver steamers on his way to Boston. At nine
o'clock in the evening supper was served on board,
and the presence at the tabie ot euch men as Cyrus
W. Field, with several leading citizens of New York
und Boston, was sufficient to prevent auv suspicion
that this occasion was to be used for t he benefit of
private speoulailou; but the testimony of Ktsk itud
Gould indicate clearly the purpose they had In view.
Mr. Flsk say s (page 15):.
On our passage over to Boston with (leneral (Irani we en¬

deavored to ascertain what Ills position lo revard to (he
finauces waa.

It appears that these skilfully continued efforts

elicited from the President only one remark, and
this opened a gloomy prospect tor the speculators,for Mr. Gould testifies that early next moruing he
was at the telegraph office and found there one of
bla associates telegraphing to New York to sell out
his stock. Upon their return to New York, Fisk and
Gould determined to bring a great pressure uponthe administration to prcvenr, if possible, a further
decline of gold, which would seriously interfere
with their purposes of speculation. This was to be
affected by (acts and arguments presented in the
name of the country and its business interests, ami
a financial theory was agreed upon which ou its
face would appear favorable to tkc busiuess interests
of the country, and enlist In its support many pa¬triotic citizens; but would, if adopted. Incidentallyenable the conspirators to make their speculation
eminently successiul. That theory was that the busi¬
ness interests of the country required an advance
in the prieeof gold, that in order to move the fall
crop and secure the foreign market for our grain it
waa necessary tbat gold should be put up to 146.
According to Mr. Gould till* theory lor the benefit
of American trade aud commerce wa* suggested to
Jaiues Mcllenry, a prominent English financier, who
furnished Mr. Gould tne data with wuicb to advocate
it. This theory is exhibited very fully in the testi¬
mony of Mr. Gould and Mr. Flsk. The cucsen Instru¬
ment through whom these views were to oe laid
before the President was Mr. Corblu, who soon be¬
came a willing convert to the theory. The pre¬
vious purchase and earrying or two millions
of United States bonds by Mr. Gouid for
Corbln's profit may have aided in nis
conversion. (Cages ** to 92.) "Mr. Corbin la a
very shrewd old gentleman, much more farseeingthan the newspapers give him credit ror. He saw
at a glance the whole ease and aaid that be thoughtit was the true platform to stand on chat wnatcver
